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the remainder shall be paid from the village 
treasury. Every such tax for repair shall be for 
the entire cost of repairs in front of the property 
so taxed. If any tax levied under this section 
shall prove insufficient to pay the cost or pro-
portion thereof assessed to such property, the 
village board may levy an additional tax there-
on to make good such deficiency. 

SECTION 3. This act shall take effect and 
be in force from and after its passage and 
publication.

CHAPTER 256. 

AN ACP to prevent unjust discrimination by in- 
. surance companies. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in 
senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. No insurance company doing " ftiree guar 

business in this state shall hereafter issue any iter ro
h ii)!at 

policy of insurance containing a "three-quarter" 
clause or any other clause or provision requir-
ing the assured to carry any part of the risk 
upon the property insured, or limiting the 
amount to be paid in case of loss below the act-
ual cash value of the property, if within the 
amount of insurance for which premium is 
paid. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take [effect] and 
be in force from and after its passage and 
publication.
